A CORAL ISLAND. © 

People who have nuver seen coral islands 
talk as if they all resemble an earthly Para- 
dise, From Cape Guardafui.to Capo Leowin, 
from Lisbon to Riv, one may pass without 
meeting anything in the way of scenery moro 
solid than a rain cloud or a mountaingug sea, 
Of lata come. steamers, both of tho Royal 
Navy and of the Orient Line, touch at the 
southernmost island of tha Chagos Archipel+ 
ago, where a coating station bas been 
established, and, in spite of tho difficulty 
which might be anticipated in making an 
island in mid-ocean, the bighest peak of 
which ia only seven feet above high water, 
mavigation bas been reduced to such a 
scivntific certainty that a steamer can rno in 
at Diego Garcia without deviating a ‘mile 
from its set course; The island is as nearly 
as possible in the longitude of Bombay, but 
more than sevan degrecs south of the 
Equator. It ia thus situated in one of the 
hottest places in the world, being just on the 
edge of the cowparatively temporate and 
_ cloudy belt which lies on either side of the 
tine, Fierce sunabing alternated daily with 
heavy showera, the -tomperiture ‘between 80 
dog. oud 90 deg. all the year, round, 
equal day and night, or nearly so, all 
gousona almost alike, except that there 
is & little ‘more wind in June than in 
January—such isthe climate. For scenery 


, there are the three million cocoanut palms 


and the varying blue of the inland sea. 
Thero are vo walks, no roads, no towne, no 
shops, noamusements. Eyrly in the morn. 
ing of the day on which the steamer expects 
to make Diego” the passenger heara the 
unusual.ery of “Land in sight!”
